Topic of Assembly 


And Fine Address

A dem onstration of fire pre­ 
caution and flood control were 
the subjects brought out in a 
talk by Mr. C harles Van Fleet, San 
B ernardino district forest ranger, 
and by a moving picture from the 
D epartm ent of N atural Resources, 
in an assem bly given Thursday, 
May 2, to the Palm Springs High 
School student body. 
Mr. Van F leet's dem onstration 
dealt w ith hom e fire hazards and 
how they m ight be avoided. The 
dem onstration consisted of the 
use of various household utensils 
to bring out the point. Exhibi­ 
tions of spontaneous combustion, 
inflam atory 
m aterials that be­ 
come easily ignited w ere a part 
of Mr. Van F leet’s demonstration. 
Some of the w arnings given by 
Mr. V an Fleet were: “Don't use 
a cleaner in a place devoid of 
a ir”, “Don't throw any lighted 
article away carelessly”, “Always 
put out a cam pfire—it serves as 
a potential fire hazard”. 
The picture itself, a saga of 
how a single careless act by any­ 
o n e of us could cause a disaster, 
" 
as realistically shown in a vivid 
m anner by the film. The portray­ 
al of a forest fire and forest ran­ 
gers in action w ere shown, too. 
To be obtained from the picture, 
was th e fact th at a creation of a 
fire, destroying a forest, would 
alter the security offered by a 
forest as a w ater shed for the 
benefit of individuals living in 
the surrounding territory. 
In short, the message carried 
by the program of the assembly, 
w as one w hich served to teach 
■ those present the proper precau­ 
tions necessary when m aking use 
of our national forests or when 
using home facilities.

Inflation

Most of us 
agree 
With C on­ 
gressm an John P hillips that the 
trend tow ard inflation, if it gets 
out of hand, w ill practically w ipe 
out the earnings and savings of 
A m erica’s m iddle-class and even 
change our system of governm ent 
—yet few people seem to heed 
the th reat that is menacing. 
The cause 
of inflation 
is so 
sim ple that nearly every school 
child know s it: 
A shortage of 
nearly all com m odities, and bil­ 
lions of 
surplus 
dollars in the 
hands of A m erican people being 
used to overbid others in an ef­ 
fort to buy the little obtainable. 
W ages and prices go up and up 
until m oney has 
practically no 
value. T h at’s inflation! 
It seem s the only w ay to halt 
run-aw ay inflation is to produce 
m ore of everything. T hen the old 
law of supply and dem and that 
up to 15 years ago kept this coun­ 
try on an even keel w ill regulate 
prices, and w e’ll all be less fear­ 
ful and more able to accum ulate. 
W hoever offers such a solution is 
usually accused of double-cross­ 
ing som eone or another. 
If you suggest that labor unions 
refrain from striking, stay on the 
job, w ork longer hours and p ro­ 
duce more, you are a labor-hater. 
Yet, labor would receive more 
take-hom e pay and living costs 
w ould 
soon 
be* 
low er, 
w hich 
would benefit labor. 
The 
only 
sacrifice 
would 
be less leisure 
time, but the w elfare of the n a ­ 
tion is w orth that sacrifice. U n­ 
der the present program , 
labor 
receives 
little 
w hile on strike, 
living costs 
go up. savings are 
w iped out, and labor faces the 
danger of losing 
its rights, in­ 
cluding the right to strike. T hat s 
just exactly 
w hat happened in 
Russia. 
If 
you 
suggest 
em ployers 
should’hold profits to a m inim um 
and do everything w ithin their 
pow er to produce m ore w ithout 
adequate rem uneration, you arc a 
comm unist. Yet capital faces the 
same danger that confronts labor. 
T heir 
interests 
are 
identical 
High wages, a high standard of 
living, a plentiful supply of all 
the things we need to eat and 
w ear and enjoy, m ean prosperity 
for both labor and capital. 
If you suggest 
th a t m anufac­ 
turers who have been forced to 
raise w ages be perm itted to raise 
prices sufficiently to absorb the 
added cost, you have no com pas­ 
sion for the common people who 
m ust pay these higher prices. Yet 
m anufacturers 
will 
inevitably 
close th eir factories if they are 
not perm itted 
to m ake a profit. 
Instead of holding dow n prices, 
such a policy will result in fu r­ 
th er shortages and higher prices. 
The peoples of Europe and Asia 
are preparing for m ass produc­ 
tion w ithout 
additional rew ard, 
and before long will be in com pe­ 
tition w ith 
A m erican 
w orkers. 
The things they grow and m anu­ 
facture w ill arrive here in vast 
quantities 
alm ost 
dufy-free. If 
A m erican-m ade 
goods 
are not 
available in this country the peo­ 
ple w ill buy foreign-m ade pro­ 
ducts, especially if th e latter can 
be bought a t a low er price. 
All 
A m erican 
w orkers 
w ill 
suffer 
from that. 
. 
The future 
of A m erica 
is at 
stake. 
It’s ju st th a t serious. 
It 
m eans hard w ork for everyone— 
m anufacturer, 
laborer, 
farm er, 
businessm an. If w e w ork harder 
and longer hours—produce more 
and save more, it w ill be only 
a short tim e 
until 
th e present 
unprecedented 
dem and 
is sup­ 
plied and w e can begin to reduce 
hours and increase w ages in or­ 
der 
to 
prevent unem ploym ent; 
and our savings w ill tide us over 
any short slum p th at m ay occur. 
We w ill 
likew ise 
be in better 
shape to m eet foreign com peti-

I Rise to Remark 


By CON GRESSM AN JO H N PH ILL IPS 


Some tim e ago, I told of the 
process 
a legislative 
bill 
goes 
through betw een the tim e it is 
introduced and th e tim e it is 
signed by the President. Perhaps 
you w ould like to know w hat 
happens to an appropriation bill. 
A ll appropriation bills m ust or­ 
iginate in the House of R epre­ 
sentatives. The C om m ittee on A p­ 
propriations is the largest of all 
th e comm ittees, and has 45 m em ­ 
bers. It is divided into 12 sub­ 
comm ittees. The A ppropriations 
C om m ittee is the m ost influen­ 
tial of the com m ittees in the 
House, 
although 
citizens 
who 
have special interests naturally 
consider th e com m ittee handling 
th a t subject the most im portant 
to them. We w ould probably con­ 
sider the C om m ittee on A gricul­ 
tu re as the most im portant for us. 
A n appropriation dies w ith the 
end of a fiscal year, so Congress 
m ust act upon all appropriation 
bills before Ju n e 3Uth. A n Ap­ 
propriation Bill is born in the de­ 
partm ent or agency w hich will 
eventually spend th e m oney. This 
departm ent, 
bureau 
or 
agency 
m akes up an estim ate of its re­ 
quirem ents. T hat is sent, not to 
th e Congress, b u t to th e "Bu­ 
reau of th e B udget.” 
This bureau is 
under 
direct 
control of the President. It re­ 
ports to him . It is a pow erful bu­ 
reau and it finally w rites its own 
recom m endations, not only on the 
entire A ppropriation Bill, bu t on 
individual item s in the bill. These 
recom m endations go to the House 
A ppropriations Com m ittee. It has 
been said th at the House A p­ 
propriations Com m ittee is very 
sensitive to the rem om m endations 
of the B ureau of th e B udget, but 
only in one direction. The com­ 
m ittee 
rarely 
increases 
t h e 
am ounts 
recom m ended 
by 
the 
B ureau although it m ay cu t those 
am ounts further. 
The subcom m ittee conducts ex­ 
tensive hearing on the bill. When 
these are ended, th e subcom m it­ 
tee goes into executive session 
and proceeds w ith w hat it calls, 
“m arking up the bill.” W hen the 
subcom m ittee finishes this work, 
th e bill is review ed by the entire 
com m ittee of 45 m em bers, and 
finallv is reported to the floor. 
At this point, you w ould see a 
great w eakness in the m ethod of 
making law s. L et me take th e re­ 
cent 
agriculture 
appropriation 
bill as an exam ple. T h at bill came 
to the Floor, accompaiWed by the 
com m ittee report, and 
a 
tran­ 
script of hearings, w hich made a 
book, in fine print, of 2,000 pages. 
Last year it was over 1,600 pages. 
It is quite possible th a t a dis­ 
cussion of an appropriation bill 
m ay begin on th e floor th e day 
after it is reported out of the 
committee, and therefore th e day 


a fter these hearings are available 
to the members generally. Once 
in a w hile, I have seen a bill, the 
need for the passage of which was 
rath er urgent, reported 
to 
the 
floor before the hearings were 
retu rn ed from th e printers. It is 
physically impossible to read all 
of the hearings in th e available 
tim e. T his is a reason why ex­ 
perience 
becomes 
increasingly 
valuable in ail legislative bodies. 
G eneral discussion may be for 
one hour, or for 
several 
days. 
A fter th e discussion, the bill is 
read 
paragraph 
by 
paragraph, 
under w hat we call “the five- 
m inute rule.” This m eans th at an 
am endm ent may be offered, and 
th e auth o r of the am endm ent may 
have five m inutes to discuss it. 
From th e House, th e bill goes to 
the Senate. It seem s to be a gen­ 
eral practice on th a t side of the 
Capitol, to add o th er item s to the 
bill, or to increase th e appropria­ 
tions.

The people at hom e sometimes 
think, w hen the Senate completes 
its action on an 
Appropriation 
bill, th a t this puts th e bill in final 
form. As a m atter of fact, th e bill 
then comes back to the House, to 
be accepted or rejected, so far 
as the changes are concerned, and 
since a bill is rarely accepted in 
all its details, it goes to “Con­ 
ference 
Committee.” 
This 
is 
w here practically all im portant 
bills are put into final form. 
The 
Conference 
Committee 
sends th e bill back, and both 
Houses m ust accept the Confer­ 
ence R eport before th e bill goes 
to the President. If either House 
refuses to accept the Report, it 
has to go back to th e Conference 
C om m ittee 
for 
fu rth er 
work. 
M any changes actually take place 
in an A ppropriation Bill, as in 
any o th er bill, a fter both Houses 
have acted upon it in its original 
form.

Sunday will be 
the 
happiest 
M other’s 
Day in 
the past five 
years for those 
m others whose 
sons survived the war. More fam ­ 
ilies of children w ill m eet at the 
homes of their m others this year 
than on any M other's Day since 
1941. 
T hus 
the more fortunate 
m others will be honored, as all 
m others should be. 
But, w e should especially dedi­ 
cate this 
day to 
the 
m others 
whose sons and daughters are not 
here to honor them ; the m others 
who endured years of fear and 
w orry because of the uncertainty 
of the fate of their sons—hope 
too often shattered with such an­ 
guish as only a m other can know 
who has lost a child. We can at 
least let these m others know a 
nation is grateful for the sacrific­ 
es they and their sons have m ade 
th at other m others and children 
may live in security. 
The greatest joy that can come 
to a m other is the happiness and 
w ell-being of her children. How­ 
ever, th ere are m illions of m oth­ 
ers today in fam ine-swept Europe 
and Asia who do not have that 
joy. W hat a dreadful thing it is 
for a m other who is starving h er­ 
self in an effort to alleviate the 
suffering 
of 
her 
children, yet 
knowing that they probably will 
not survive. T hank heaven, it is 
w ithin o u r power to save most of 
those m others and children. The 
sm all sacrifices w e are asked to 
m ake a re nothing com pared to 
their suffering; and the know l­ 
edge of th e relief we can bring to 
those people is w orth a hundred­ 
fold all it costs us. If we are a 
C hristian nation, as we claim to 
be, we can no m ore fittingly e x ­ 
emplify it than to pledge our­ 
selves on this M other’s Day to 
aid these 
starving m others and 
their children. 
The nationw ide campaign for 
food for Europe and Asia should 
start on M other’s Day. 
One of the best m others I know 
told me once that it is em barras­ 
sing to h er to h ear m others ex ­ 
alted from the pulpit, radio and 
press. R ather would she prefer to 
hear m others adm onished as to 
their responsibilities. She feels 
that a g reat deal of the w icked­ 
ness in the world is due to failure 
of too m any m others. The only 
thing w rong w ith her reasoning 
is that on M other’s Day the bad 
m others are seldom honored by 
their bad 
offspring; 
and only 
those sons and daughters who ap­ 
preciate good 
m others 
observe 
this day to pay tribute to their 
mothers. 
Unless it is C hristianity itself, 
there has never been a greater 
force to actuate m en and women 
to good deeds and clean lives 
than 
th e 
influence 
of a good 
mother. M any a m an can rem em ­ 
ber instances in his life w hen he 
was tem pted to do things that 
were 
w rong; 
and 
only 
the 
thought. ‘‘W hat would this do to 
M other?”, has kept him on the 
right course.

Those three are 
Fred H ow ser, district attorney of 
Los A ngeles; H arrison Call, m em ­ 
ber of th e state assem bly from 
Redwood City; and Edm und G. 
B row n, district attorney of San 
Francisco. 
It is interesting to m ake politi­ 
cal predictions, even though they 
m ay boom erang on the predictor. 
Several w eeks ago I predicted 
th a t 
G overnor 
W arren, 
if not 
elected in the prim aries, would 
w in in N ovem ber by a landslide 
such as no governor has received 
since C alifornia was adm itted to 
th e U nion in 1850. According to 
rep o rts received from every sec­ 
tion of th is state, that prediction 
rem ains safe and sound. 


SECOND PREDICTION

th e final race, Fred H ow ser will 
w in by 8 lengths just as A ssault 
won th e K entucky D erby last 
week.

exclusively 
mine. 
T hey represent public opinion in 
a n u t shell. 
1. F red H ow ser will poll a tre ­ 
m endous vote not only in the 
southern counties, but also in the 
central and northern counties. A l­ 
though a few disgruntled critics 
have never ceased to snipe at 
him since he first took office, it 
is a w ell know n fact th a t Mr. and 
Mrs. Jo h n Q. Citizen adm ire and 
respect him intensely. M r. How­ 
ser has been term ed an “unim ­ 
pressive district attorney.” His 
m any friends w ill 
accept 
th at 
term as a com plim ent to him,

of editors and publishers than 
other California new spaper func­ 
tions. If they were in H em et this 
year, w e were unable to find 
them.

Back on the m ain road through 
M onum ent Valley, we left the 
East G atew ay and headed on east 
tow ard the rem ote and virtually 
unexplored 
Tsay-begay 
region. 
From Cly Butte we passed two 
m ore unnam ed buttes and then 
turned northw ard betw een ver­ 
tical cliffs. The floor w as sandy 
and in places difficult to traverse. 
The one thing you m ust m aintain 
in driving over dunes is your 
speed; once you lose your mo­ 
m entum , down you go! 
In the center of the litle shel­ 
tered valley was a lone w inter- 
type Navaho hogan/ long ago 
abandoned, probably because of 
a death w ithin its confines. It is 
a custom with these peoples to 
never again use a dw elling after 
someone dies in it. At the edge of 
the cliff to the right was a w eath­ 
er-w orn 
sum m er 
type 
hogan, 
m ade of brush and sticks, used 
m erely to keep off the hot sun. 
The w inter type dw elling is also 
m ade of poles and sticks, but 
th e whole is then covered with 
mud, w ith only a single entrance, 
no windows, and a small hole in 
th e ceiling to em it smoke. The 
floors of both hogans (“hogan" is 
the N avaho word for "house") 
are simply hard-packed dirt. 
HAZARDOUS CLIMB 
To the left, rig h t at the base of 
a cliff and utilizing some of the 
large boulders which 
at some 
distant tim e had toppled down 
from above, was a sm all corral, 
th e gaps betw een the rocks filled 
w ith brush to keep the sheep and 
goats inside. Ju st beyond, up the 
nearly vertical face of an expo­ 
sure of smooth sandstone, Jack 
pointed out a series of shallow 
holes th at were cut and w orn in 
th e rock. These w ere steps, toe­ 
holds and hand-holes, used by 
ancient Indians in clim bing to the 
top of th at mesa. I m arvelled at 
th e thought of anyone being able 
to scale th a t cliff by th at route, 
little dream ing (as will be de­ 
scribed in a later colum n) that I 
myself would hazard ju st such 
an ascent 
. 
As we came out into a clearing, 
another canyon opened up to the 
left, and there, beyond som e sand 
dunes, we saw th e fam ous Totem 
Pole, w hich rises higher th an the 
Em pire State 
building 
straight 
into the air. It is a very narrow'

For Their Patronage This Season 
s 
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sandstone column, not m ore than 
tw enty feet through at its nar­ 
row est portion, and the outer­ 
most of a series of isolated thin 
upright structures. In the canyon 
out of view directly in front of 
the Totem Pole are some of the 
highest, most beautifully colored 
sand dunes I have ever seen any­ 
where. Some of these rise nearly 
six hundred feet, and are a deep 
orange hue. 
NATURAL BRIDGES 
We took a very short detour to 
the right, up a narrow canyon to 
view The Eye, the first of the 
natural bridges I was to see in 
the Valley. In comparison with 
the others, The Eye is not spec­ 
tacular, but it nevertheless is a 
picturesque arch, nearly a 1U00 
feet above you at the top of the 
cliff. 
On our way again, w e sped 
over a sand dune and into a re­ 
cessed area in the cliffs. Here 
were a group of trees about a 
concrete w atering trough, 
con­ 
structed by the Indian Service to 
protect 
t h e 
Navahos 
f r o m 
drought. 
Rain 
and 
w ind 
had 
carved a large cylindrical depres­ 
sion in the side of the nearby 
cliff. A cem ent dam had been 
built across the open end of this 
to make a natural reservoir. When 
you climbed up onto this dam 
and w alked over 
the 
slippery 
rock to the far side, you got the 
im pression of being in a hollow 
tube of rock, w ith only a narrow 
slit open to the valley. The bot­ 
tom of this tube was now filled 
with 
crystal-clear 
w ater. 
The 
whole spot was an intriguing and 
restful spot as one could imagine, 
and though we w anted to linger 
longer, we m ust be on our way, 
exploring the riches of M onum ent 
Valley. 
Around another cliff and over 
a long treacherous dune, w e ar­ 
rived at w hat was called Leon’s 
Hogan. Leon has since m oved out 
into the valley proper, but his 
several hogans still persist. Here 
are located two 
huge 
natural 
bridges side by side up in the 
cliff. The sm aller opens down­ 
ward; the larger, at an angle. In 
height, the larger is nearly two 
hundred feet. All of these rock 
"windows” 
appear 
sm all 
from 
below, but once you hike around 
and up on top of them, and look 
back down through them , you 
realize just how huge they really 
are. 
LEAVE MUCH BEHIND 
Only a short ways from these 
openings is a rock slide, w orn in 
the sandstone by constant use of 
Indian children. Here, at an angle 
of about 45 degrees, is a narrow 
tw enty-foot sm ooth area in the 
rock. We tested it out ourselves, 
leaving much of the seats of our 
pants behind. 
A fter that defabrication, we de­ 
cided the children must h ave used 
it in a standing position, not 
sitting. 
Beyond the slide, protected by 
overhanging rock walls, w ere a 
num ber of 
petroglyphs. 
Petro- 
glyphs are draw ings scratched 
into the surface of a rock w ith a 
sharp piece of stone or bone, and 
these w ere evidently quite old 
and authentic, since they showed 
much evidence of being w eather­ 
worn. Most of the designs depict­ 
ed here w ere of goat-like crea­ 
tures, w ith long recurved horns 
over the back. They m ay have 
been intended to represent deer, 
but this is not too probable since 
deer are not present in the Val­ 
ley. If they w ere supposed to be 
pictures of the pronghorn antel­ 
ope, which did live nearby, then 
the artist w as at fault in not 
showing the pronged ends of the 
horns. Such crude picture w riting 
alw ays arouses your im agination 
as to w hat the w riter intended to 
convey, w hereas often th e Indian 
may ju st have been “doodling,” 
passing away the tim e w hile en­ 
camped at th at particular spot. 
A round another bend and we 
reached w hat is called th e Key­ 
hole Bridge, about the sam e size 
as the larger of the two a t Leon’s 
Hogan. It, too, is a n atu ral arch 
high in the cliff, also about two 
hundred feet in height bu t ap­ 
pearing taller because of its near-

ly vertical face. It alw ays amazes 
me, w henever I see such a hole 
in the rock, th at w eathering alone 
can produce such perfectly round 
or oval, sym etrical openings, not 
once b u t so m any times. 
AMAZING SPOT 
Continuing on our way, 
the 
next and final stop for the day 
was Echo Cave. This is truly 
an am azing spot. Three nearly 
perfect cliff-dwelling ruins still 
stand w ithin the protection of 
this gigantic concave depression 
in the stone, on the floor of a 
cave th a t tow ers a full 1000 feet 
outw ard above them. Fragm ents 
of colorful pottery 
are 
strew n 
everyw here: 
corrugated 
w are, 
black-on-w hite, and red-on-w hite, 
These potsherds date the ruins as 
being betw een 800 and 900 years 
old! The place is called Echo Cave 
because on a clear windless sum ­ 
m er day, if you shout a haloo 
from th e back of the cave, you 
can count as m any as 16 haloo’s 
coming back to you! 
We returned to the Rim, and I 
looked back at the receding m on­ 
um ents as they disappeared one 
by one under the horizon as we 
dropped lower into the valley to­ 
ward Goulding's. I couldn’t be­ 
gin to sort my im pressions of my 
first visit to M onum ent Valley, 
nor w as the m orrow destined to 
help m e any. For the next day I 
was to fly over the Valley in a

Loon was 
brought from the airport, having 
been w ounded by a plane, but 
apparently not fatally injured. It 
was placed in a box at the M use­ 
um and M rs. L. Doyle and Mrs. 
L.

Springs from A lham bra, kindly 
undertook to take it to some place 
w here it could be cared for. We 
now hear from them th at the h u ­ 
m ane officer at Pasadena w ill 
take charge of it and will take it 
to W ilson Lake. It will be cared 
for until it is able to take care 
of itself. The specim en w as a 
Common Loon or G reat N orthern 
Diver, an adult in sum m er plum - 
mage. It is a large and beautiful 
bird w ith a long, sharp bill, black 
head and row of w hite spots on 
the back. They breed in the far 
north, even In G reenland, and fly 
southw ard in the w inter. 
They fly very sw iftly and dive 
rapidly, 
feeding 
principally 
on 
fish. It has been noted th at w hen 
pursuing sw ift fish under w ater 
they often use their wings, by 
m eans of which they can over­ 
take the sw iftest. W hen the loon 
alights, it often shoots spirally 
dow n from a great height and 
plunges into the w ater like an 
arrow from a bow, as related by 
E. H. Forbush. 
The nest is usually a m ere hol­ 
low in th e shore near the w ater’s 
edge on som e island in a lake or 
pond. W hen the young are h atch ­ 
ed, 
the 
m other 
carries 
them 
about on her back for a few days. 
Dr. Jam es P. Hatch of S pring­ 
field, Mass., says th at early in the 
m orning th e parents and the well- 
grow n young run races on the 
lake, using their broad paddles 
for propulsion and their half-ex­ 
tended w ings for partial support. 
S tarting all together they race 
dow n the lake, and then, turning, 
rush back to their starting points.

Flood Protection 


Measures Talked 


by Park Committee 


The P ark Comm ittee of the 
Cham ber of Commerce w as called 
in m eeting on Tuesday at the 
parksite by C hairm an J. W. Kyle. 
The m ain subject discussed was 
the need of a w all around the 
south-w est corner of the park to 
protect it from w ater racing down 
A llen avenue and Second street 
during flash floods. Judging from, 
signs of previous w ash-outs it ap ­ 
peared that the wall should run 
100 feet down Second street and 
at least 150 feet down the contin­ 
uation of Allen avenue, w hich has 
been cleared as a flood channel as 
well as a street. 
This project seemed to the com­ 
m ittee too great an undertaking 
for volunteer rock gatherers and 
they also proposed that a w all 
of reinforced concrete sim ilar to 
that around the adjourning school 
ground, two feet below the ground 
and two feet above, would prove 
more satisfactory than the pro­ 
posed rock wall. It was recom ­ 
mended th at Mr. Kyle contact a 
contractor to do the entire job 
and th a t a report of the estim ate 
be m ade to the Cham ber of Com­ 
merce 
at their next 
meeting. 
There is an urgent need for this 
wall to be built at once if the 
grading already done is not to be 
washed out in sum m er floods.
